WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion ordered an investigation of 
the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. and its contract with the 
Associated Bell Companies today. 
The commission said its inquiry 
would go into the history and fi- 
nancial structure of A. T. & T., in- 
cluding connections and relation- 
ships with the Bell companies and 
other subsidiar! s. This examina- 
tion, it was stated, also will include 
subsidiaries which manufacture 
equipment and supplies, including 
all subsidiaries of related com- 
panies which affect the commu- 
nications industry under the juris- 


diction of the commission. Finan- 
cial arrangements also will be 
studied. 


A general inquiry also will be 
made into the license and service 
contracts of the companies. 

There will be a general inquiry 
into contracts between the A. T. & 
T. and the Western Electric Co., 
as well as agreements between the 
Western Electric and Associated 
Bell companies. 

On completion of the testimony 
by the A. T. & T. and its subsidia- 
ries, witnesses will be heard from 
independent companies which will 
be asked to supply information as 
to their financial structures, ser- 
vices, agreements and contracts. 

State regulative commissions will 
be considered, the commission said, 
in the program of investigation as 
well as other interested parties who 
may intervene. 

The commission did not set 
date for beginning hearings, but 
it was understood they will not be 
held before Jan. 1. 

After the commission had an- 
nounced the investigation, such an 
inquiry was advocated in a resolu-

transferee of said securities for the 
purpose of tax evasion.” 

The transaction involved stocks 
of which the market price on Nov. 
7, 1930, was $1,793,219, representing 
a $1,722,082 loss to the Union Trust 
Co. The stocks included 815 shares 
of American Cyanamid class B, 9784 
of Bethlehem Steel common, 2195 
of Firestone Tire & Rubber six per 
cent preferred, 5181 of Gimbel 
Brothers common, 1940 of North- 
west Bancorporation common and 
134,000 of Pennroad Corporation 
common. 

The Treasury said the savings 
bank, not in a cash position to pay 
the $1,793,219, received a $1,800,000 
“deposit” from the trust company 
and on Nov. 8 “did, in form only, 
accept transfer of the securities.’” 

“On Jan. 2 and Jan 3, 1931, said 
Union Savings Bank, in form only, 
retransferred to said Union Trust 
Co. the identical securities Grae 
wherepon it immediately withdrew 
its entire ‘deposit’ account with 
said Union Savings Bank,” the 
Treasury said. “Said Union Trust 
Co. paid for the transfer stamps 
used in both these sham transac-

The Treasury’s Charge. 

“Said Union Trust Co. in its re- 
turn for 1930 falsely, fraudulently 
and with intent to evade tax re- 
ported the foregoing pretended 
transfer as a real sale of securities 
on which it claimed to have sus- 
tained an actual loss and concealed 
from the Government the fictitious 
and fraudulent character of the 
transaction. ...

A “pretended” purchase from An- 
drew W. Mellon of 123,622 shares of 
Pittsburgh Coal common for a “pur- 
ported consideration” of $500,000. 
The Treasury said the stock was 
transferred to “Coalesced @Qh., a 
family corporation dominated by 
the said Andrew W .Mellon,” and 
that the transaction “was not a 
purchase entered into by said Union 
Trust Co. in good faith but was 
entered into by it fraudulently and 
to enable the said Andrew W. Mel- 
lon to carry out his purpose to 
evade income tax, which purpose 
was well known to the said Union 
Trust Co.” 


On an “accommodation” purchase 
from Andrew W. and R. B. Mellon 
of 54,000 shares of Western Public 
Service stock which was “retrans- 
ferred” in January, 1932, the Treas- 
ury said the two Mellons each 
claimed the 1931 incomes a loss of 
one-half $804,000 “by virtue of said 
pretended transaction.”

The commission in addition may 
inquire into the management of 
companies and keep itself informed 
as to the manner and method in 
which they are conducted. 

A statement accompanying the 
order said the investigation and 
study of the corporate history of 
the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co. and its subsidiaries wil] 
be the first item in the investigza- 
tion, with independent companies 
and others secondary. 

Any interested person will be per- 
mitted to intervene and will be 
heard after telephone company wit- 
nesses appear. 

The data obtained through the in- 
vestigation may be used as a basis 
for a special report to Congress as 
well as being available for any fu- 
ture investigation of telephone rates 
made by the commission.

LOGANSPORT, Ind., Nov. 15.— 
Congressman-elect Frederick Lan- 
dis of the Second District, newspa- 
per columnist, radio commentator 
and author, died of pneumonia this 
morning in the Cass County Hospi- 
tal. He was 62 years old, 

The only Republican elected to 


Congress from Indiana in the Nov. |! 


6 election, Landis had been ill for 
several days. His condition was ag- 
gravated by a heart disability. 
His brother, Kenesaw Mountain 
Landis, national baseball commis- 
sioner, and his son, Kenesaw Moun- 


tain Landis II, had been summoned | 


to the bedside. 

Because of his illness, Mr. Landis 
was unable to conduct an active 
campaign in the weeks prior to the 
election, and was prevented from 
casting his ballot. He won over the 
Democratic incumbent, George R. 
Durgan of Lafayette, 72,552 to 61,- 
610. 

Mr. Landis was born at Seven- 
Mile, in Butler County, O., Aug. 18, 
1872, was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, and opened 
a law office in Logansport in 1893. 
Politics attracted the young law- 
yer, and in 1903 he was elected to 
Congress. He was re-elected at the 
end of two years. His brother, the 
late Charles Landis, also was in 
Congress at the same time. 

In 1912, Frederick Landis joined 
the Progressive party, and ran for 
Lieutenant-Governor under that 
banner. He was defeated. 

In 1928 he nearly won the Re- 
publican nomination for Governor. 
For several ballots he led seven oth- 
€r candidates, but the deadlock 
finally was broken when the con- 
vention turned to Harry G. Leslie. 
Leslie subsequently was elected. 

Although a lawyer, Mr. Landis 
practiced little. As “The Hoosier 
Editor,” he became qa featured talk- 
er over a national radio hookup 
several] years ago. He was editor 
of a Logansport newspaper for 
several years, and it was there he 
started a syndicated column which 
dealt with current topics of the day. 
He wrote several books, outstand- 
ing of which was “The Copper- 
head.” It was produced as a play. 
Others were “The Glory of His 
Country” and “Days Gone Dry.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The 
Ely & Walker Dry Goods Co. of 


St. Louis, one of the largest whole- 
sale dry goods companies in the 
country, obtained in the District of 
Columbia Supreme Court yesterday 
an order requiring the Govern- 
ment to show cause why it should 
not be enjoined from removing the 
company’s Blue Eagle. The con- 
troversy revolves around *ection 
7A of the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act which compels employ- 
ers to submit to collective bargain- 
ing by their employes. 

Chief Justice Wheat directed the 
National Labor Relations Board, L. 
J. Martin, director of the compli- 
ance division of the NRA, and 
members of the National Industrial 
Recovery Board to answer the suit 
Nov. 23, after he heard arguments 
by Robert Hawes, attorney and 
nephew of former Senator Harry 
Hawes of Missouri. 

The company contended that the 
entire structure of the Recovery 
Act was unconstitutional. It al- 
leged numerous infractions of its 
constitutional rights, among them 
that the act deprived it of property 
wtihout due process of law, that it 
vested judicial powers in the NRA 
officers, and that it evaded the 
right to a trial by jury. 

History of Controversy. 
Asserting that it has at all times 
complied with the code of fair com- 
petition for its industry, the com- 
pany contended that in August, 
1933, some of its employes founded 
a labor union known as Wholesale 
House Workers’ Union, Local No. 
18,316. A contract was entered in- 
to with the union which, by its 
terms, it was stated, ended March, 
1934. Meantime, another’ union 
known as the Ely & Walker Em- 
ploye and Management League was 
formed in October, 1933, and was 
granted the right to collective bar- 
gaining with the management. 
The following month, it was stat-

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt con- 
cluded her visit in St. Louis yester- 
day with a talk before 300 women 
members of the Community Music 
Schools Foundation at the Women’s

Covering Catches Fire from 
Lighted Candles on Birth- 
day Cake. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 15.—The 
lighted candles of his birthday cake 
caused the death yesterday of Jack 
McDowell, 7 years old, son of Mr.

forts to inoculate in the public full 
belief in the right of the privately 
owned utilities exciusively to occu- 
py the utility ‘ield, even against 
those from whom they receive their 
franchises. As a corollary of that, 
there has teen persistent opposi- 
tion, direct and indirect, to public 
ownership and operation, including 
disparagement of all trend of pub- 
lic and economic thought toward 
public ownership, even to the point 
of -criticising such exponents as 
public enemies.” 

Propaganda Channeis Listed. 

The reports listed the following 
channels through which the propa- 
ganda stream was directed: (1) 
Contacts with the press, (2) rela- 
tions with educators and education- 
al institutions, (3) public speaking 
campaigns, (4) contacts with civic 
and. other organizations, (5) cus- 
tomer ownership of, or customer 
investment in, utilities securities, 
and (6) campaigns by utility em- 
ployes to improve public relations. 

Commenting on the means of 


propaganda, the report said: “The 
press is the foremost current opin- 
ion-forming body of the country. 
One of the prime means employed 
very generally and extensively was 
to secure the good will of the press 
and the newspaper fraternity. This 
press contact was made largely 
through state committees, and 
newspaper men of state-wide repu- 
tation were employed as directors 
of 24 of the 28 state committees 
which the utility interests organ- 
ized. 

“Executive contact and advertis- 
ing were used to aid these state di- 
rectors in obtaining special consid- 
eration in handling matters submit- 
ted to newspapers for publications. 
Such consideration reached the ex- 
tent of printing whatever publicity 
is offered, even editorial expres- 
sions, some of them of the “canned” 
or ‘hand-out’ identical variety.” 

Relations With Educators. 

Under thne_ sub-title, “Relations 
with Educators and Educational In- 
stitutions,” the report said: 

“Recognizing the important posi- 
tion of the country’s educational 
systems as an Opinion forming fac- 
tor, in line with their general pro-

Preiss _ pro- 
poses to buy the bonds, now selling 
at 95, in behalf of groups of bor- 
rowers. While the bonds are at

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COMMITTEE VOTES 
FOR COMPROMISE 
MILK ORDINANCE 


Darst Bill, Opposed by 
Medical Society, to Be In- 
troduced Tomorrow in 


Board of Aldermen. 


The compromise milk bill, for 
which the milk industry has guar- 
anteed an inspection fund of about 
$80,000 annually for the next two 
years, will be introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen tomorrow, fol- 
lowing its unanimous approval yes- 
terday by the board’s Public Wel- 
fare Committee. 

The approval was voted after a 
public hearing at which the con- 
sensus of repre ‘sentatives of various 
civic and welfare org anizations was 
that the measure was “a step in the 
right direction” to improve the pur- 
ity of the milk supply, but should 
be replaced as soon as possible by 
the more stringent model ordinance 
of the United States Public Health 
Service. 

Recommended by Director of 
Public Welfare Darst, the present 
bill is similar to one passed by the 
Board of Aldermen last spring, but 
vetoed by Mayor Dickmann be- 
cause a provision for an inspection 
tax of 2 cents a 100 pounds of milk 
to be borne equally by producers 
and distributers, was omitted after 


opposition by dairies. The new bill 
needs no provision for collection of | 


the tax, since the producers and | 


distributers have guaranteed the 

inspection fund. 

$115,000 for Inspection Estimated. 
Karl P. Spencer, attorney for 

distributers, estimated the guaran- 


tee. based on payment to the city 
by the milk industry of 1 cent a 100 
pounds of milk, would amount to) 
about $80,000 a year. According to, 
his estimate, the city would be able| 


to spend about $115,000 annually for | 
inspection. It has been spending 
about $35,000 a vear. 


The compromise bill, which has 
been opposed consistently by Health 
Commissioner Bredeck- as inade-| 
quate, was opposed at yesterday's 
hearing.-by the St. Louis Medical 
society. 

Dr. John C. Morfit, president, | 
told the aldermanic committee the | 
medical society, favoring the Gov- | 
ernment ordinance, could not go 
on récord as compromising on a 
question of public health. 

A recent resolution of the society 
disapproving “any ordinance not 
guaranteeing an adequately guard-, 
ed milk supply” and urging the pas- | 
sage of the Government ordinance | 
with a sufficient appropriation from | 
tax income to assure proper en-| 
forcement and administration was | 
read to the committee. | 

The resolution said that although | 
the compromise measure, if en-| 
forced, would be an advance, it was | 
not the best guarantee of public | 
health obtainable and opened up op- 
portunities for “political tampering 
and emasculation.” 

Views on the Compromise. 

Dr. C. A. Kelly, a member of the | 
medical committee which drafted | 
the resolution, after stating his | 


agreement with the resolution, said | 


if it were of the opinion of the al-| 
dermanic committee that no other 
bill could be passed, he would favor 
passage of the compromise measure 
on that basis. 

Rabbi Ferdinand Isserman of 
Temple Israel, favoring the stand- 
ard measure, also expressed disap- 
proval of the bill as a compromise, 
declaring an ordinance should be 
drafted by “impartial, neutral 
scientists” in the interest of public 
welfare above any commercial in- 
terests. 

In emphasizing the position of 
the Consumers’ Council as favoring 
the Federal model ordinance, Mrs. 
Roscoe Anderson, chairman, said 
the council would accept the bill 
under discussion “reluctantly,” only 
in the belief that it was a first, 
practical step toward the council's 
milk control program. 

Qualified Approval. 

Dr. David C. Todd, a member of 
the Board of Education, recom- 
mended approval of the bill as did 
Dr. Llewelyn Sale, representing the 
Health and Hospital Department of 
the Community Council. They said 
they realized it was not an ideal 
measure, but expressed the opinion 
that it would improve present con- 
ditions. 

Representatives of parent-teach- 
er groups, women’s clubs and the 
League of Women Voters likewise 
expressed qualified approval of the 
measure, each one, however, urging 
early adoption of the Government 
ordinance. 

Dr. Ernest McCulloch, city milk 
Supervisor, pointed out that the 
bill was not drawn by the dairies 
but by representatives of the city 
and declared it would thoroughly 
safeguard the milk supply. 

Spencer, speaking for the  dis- 
tributers, and J. King Eaton of Ed- 
wardsville, representing the Sani- 
tary Milk Producers’ Association, 
said the industry approved the ordi- 
nance, both the dairies and the 
producers being willing to pay the 
1 cent inspection rate to assure pure 
milk.

INDEPENDENT OL MIEN 
~-OPPOSE PRICE WAR 


Also Protest Against Proposed 
Reduction in Gross Profit 
Margin. 


Protests against “the vicious 
gasoline price war” in the St. Louis 
area and a proposed reduction of 
about 25 per cent in the gross profit 
margin of independent gasoline 
dealers are contained in a petition 
to governmental agencies and code 
authorities having jurisdiction over 
the oil industry, which is being cir- 
culated among operators of inde- 
pendent filling stations. 

The petition was approved last 
night at a meeting of about 100 
members of the Independent Fill- 
ing Stations’ Association, which 
claims a membership of about 400 
of the 900 independent dealers in 
the city and St. Louis County. 

It recites a list of grievances 
which the association says grow 
out of the price war and the con- 
trol of selling prices by major oil 
companies, complaining particular- 
ly of the proposed 25 per cent re- 
duction in gross profit margin. The 
independents contend the reduction 
would force many of them out of 
business and compel others to lay 
off employes.

FIRMIN DELOGE ESTATE 
PAYS TAX OF $321,778 


This Brings Total Levy It Has Paid 
the State to Nearly 
$500,000. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 15.— 
The estate of Firmin Desloge, St. 
Louis capitalist who died Dec. 18, 
1929, today paid into the State Trea- 
sury an estate tax of $321,778, the 
largest amount received in nearly 
a year and a half. The tax was 
paid on a net estate of $5,841,326. 

Payment of the tax brought the 
total the Desloge estate has paid 
into the State Treasury to nearly 
$500,000. In December, 1930, an in-- 
heritance tax of $173,796 was paid. 

The estate has been in litigation 
for several years. Although not 
specified in his will, Desloge asked, 
his sons; Firmin B. and Joseph, to 
give St. Louis University $1,000,000 
to build a hospital. The hospital 
was built, and executors of the will 
asserted that the donation should 
be exempt from the tax. The Fed- 
eral Court of Appeals ruled it was 
not exempt, however, and the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court refused 
to take jurisdiction. 

The estate tax paid into the State 
Treasury today represents 80 per 
cent of the estate tax previously 
collected by the Federal Govern- 
ment. The money goes into the 
general revenue fund and one-third 
of it will be transferred to the 
school fund.

For Change in Labor Clause. 


The task of unifying terminals 
and shops is confronted by several 
impediments, of which the most se- 
rious is a provision in the Emer- 
gency Transportation Act prohibit- 
ing changes that would decrease 
the number of jobs.

Loss in Package Freight. 

It is in the carrying of package 
freight, or less-than-carload lots, 
Eastman added, that the railroads 
have suffered their heaviest loss to 
highway carriers. He has a plan 
whereby the roads may meet this 
competition. 

“T shall propose,” he said, “the 
establishment of two nationwide 
agencies, owned by the railroads 
and patterned after the Railway 
Express Co., handling all less-than- 
carload shipments and competing 
with each other at all major points. 
The trains would travel at express 
train speeds, and carry from 20 to 
30 tons to a car. Loadings would be 
concentrated at a few hundred 
points, instead of several thousand, 
the service to be supplemented by 
that of trucks operated by these 
agencies.” 

In this connection the commis- 
sioner said he was_ particularly 
gratified over the action of the rail- 
roads in creating a scientific re- 
search organization under the aus- 
pices of the National Research 
Council, to study the possible use 
of lighter, stronger and more dur- 
able materials and the employment 
of advanced designing, in the con- 
struction of operating equipment. 
Some of the foremost industrial re- 
search specialists of the country 
have been retained, he said. 

“The rail carriers,” he added, 
“have come to the realization that 
they have a great deal to learn 
from the automobile and airplane 
industries.” 

Gar Pooling “Imperative.” 
“Car pooling,” he went on, “is 
imperative to eliminate waste mo- 
tion.” He mentioned “the depress- 
ing sight of long strings of empties 
crawling back across the country 
to their original destinations, at a 
dead loss which can only be made 
up at the expense of the shippers.” 
Car pooling, to be effective, he said, 
called for the adoption of all-pur- 
pose cars, as contrasted with such 
highly specialized types as tank and 
refrigerator cars. He pointed to 
the closed-top hopper-bottom gon- 
dolas now in use as an example of 
a principle which should be extend- 
ed and elaborated. 

“The idea of a box car capable of 
handling liquids in bulk, or a tank 
car handling farm products in bulk, 
is not fantastic if we remember 
that one merely requires removable 
bulkheads, and the other, cleansing 
methods already in use,” he said.

ESTIMATE BOARD 
ACCEPTS PLAN O

New Revenue Bills Framed 
to Meet Requirements 
Laid Down by Commit- 
tee on City Finance. 


Mayor Dickmann today wrote to 
W. L. Hemingway, banker and 
chairman of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee on City Finance, telling him of 
the measures decided upon by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, in line with the recommen- 
dations of the committee. 

The committee’s program, sub- 
mitted to the Mayor Oct. 20, was 
made public by him _ yesterday, 
shortly before the Board of Esti- 
mate met. In his letter to Hem- 
ingway, the Mayor. thanked the 
committee for its “careful and 
painstaking consideratron of the 
city’s financial problems.” He then 
outlined the tax measures which 
the Board of Estimate decided yes- 
terday to recommend to the Board 
of Aldermen. 

One of these measures, estimated 
to yield $500,000 additional annual- 
ly, would increase the gasoline tax 
from a half-cent to a cent per gal- 
lon. The other would increase mer- 
chants’ and manufacturers’ sales 
tax from $1 to $1.25 per $1000, and 
the tax on their stock from $1.28 to 
$1.67 per $100, and would yield 
about $400,000 additional. The meas- 
ures, if passed by the Board of Al- 
dermen, would be effective next 
July 1. 

The $900,000 a year to be derived 
from the gasoline and sales tax 
measures would be used for servic- 
ing $4,500,000 in new bonds, of the 
$16,100,000 issue authorized by the 
voters last May. These bonds 
would be used for completion of the 
North Twelfth boulevard highway 
and other pressing items of the im- 
provement program. 

Use of Liquor Revenue. 
Liquor revenue, about $400,000 a 
year, was assigned by the Board of 
Estimate to the servicing of our- 
standing bonds and the refunding 
bonds, issuance of which, to the 
amount of not more than $5,000,000 
was recommended by the Citizens’ 
Committee.

BRITAIN REFUSES. 
ACTUAL NAVAL 
PARITY TO JAPAN 


Announces It Will Go No 
Further Than to Recog- 
nize Equality on the Seas 


‘in Principle.’ 


(Copyright, 1934, by the Associated Press.) 

LONDON, Nov. 15.—Great Britain 
let it be known today that if Japan 
rejects its proposal for naval equal- 
ity “in principle,” it will not grant 
the Japanese equality in the actual 


tonnage of their fighting craft. 
This indiciation, from an authdri- 
tative source, was contained in a 
statement that Great Britain still 
seeks a method of approaching a 
compromise on the difficult ques- 
tion of a new naval treaty, but will 
not go beyond the recognition of 
equality in principle for Japan. 
This decision was made indepen- 
dently by Great Britain some time 
ago and has nothing to do with any 
conversations her diplomats in the 
present preliminary naval parley 
have had with the representatives 
from Washington and Tokio. 


Both the British and Americans 
here for the conversations said of- 
ficially that reports that Great Bri- 
tain and the United States were 
considering an agreement were 
false. Both delegations said they 
wished the situation were near the 
agreement stage but that actually 
the three Powers were just as far 
from agreement as they have ever 
been. 


England, it was reported, soucht 
unsuccessfully yesterday to get 
American approval of compromise 
proposals she advanced to Japan. 
The delegates from Washington 
have steadfastly held out against 
the compromise plan. 


Viscount Hailsham, Secretary of 
State for War, told the House of 
Lords yesterday that Great Britain 
was hopeful for a new naval agree: 
ment which would give her a fleet 
necessary for the security of na- 
tions. He declared the “best de- 
fense” was to diminish the possibil- 
ity of an attack, asserting Great 
Britain alone could not make g@ re- 
duction.

Now comes the report of the Interdepartmental Ad- 
visory Committee on Aeronautics, the membership 
of which includes the heads of all the aviation agen- 
cies of the United States Government. Reporting, by 
instruction of Congress, to the Secretary of Com- 
merce, the committee makes bold to suggest that the 
time has come for America to take precedence over 
all other nations in commercial aviation. 

So far from abandoning the so-called Zeppelin, the 
committee recommends that the Government build 
two of these ships to fly between the United States 
and Europe, and that a third and smaller ship be 
built for service to and from South America. We 
are, of course, already flying planes to South Amer- 
ica, as the Germans are also doing. The Lufthansa 
will have two fueling motor ships anchored in the 
Atlantic next year. It already has one. 

American experts who have just placed their re- 
port in the hands of Secretary Roper recommend ap- 
propriations totaling $17,000,000; that $10,740,000 be 
spent for the large trans-Atlantic dirigibles, $2,750,- 
000 for the smaller dirigible for the South American 
service, $3,000,000 for an Atlantic terminal and $500,- 
000 for examination of “proposed types of airships as 
yet undemonstrated in flight.” 

Commander Charles E. Rosendahl, the leading 
American lighter-than-air expert, agrees with Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, German airship builder and navigator, 
that the day of the airship is at hand. The Com- 
mander said to the New York Times: 


We can today build and operate rigid airships 
suitable for operation over ocean expanses. 

The first projected American commercial air- 
ship is intended to have a cruising speed of 75 
miles per hour. Such a ship can span the 
Atlantic in less than 40 hours.

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PRACTICAL JOKE.

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THE ONE-HOUSE LEGISLATURE. 

Now that Senator Norris’ plan for a one-house 
Legislature has been ratified by the voters of Ne- 
braska, a similar proposal is being urged by Senator- 
elect McGovern of California. 

At the heart of the Norris plan is the idea of 
making legislation a task for experts. Nebraska’s 
legislators will be sufficiently well paid to enable 
them to study legislation and state government the 
year round. Also, the system of killing compromises 
between upper and lower houses will become non- 
existent. 

No one who has witnessed the hurly-burly of an 
average state legislative session can doubt that tre- 
mendous improvement is possible. In Missouri, the 
Legislature meets once every two years, is besieged 
by lobbyists, covered with an avalanche of proposed 
legislation and usually adjourns in wild confusion. 
This is not democracy. It is mobocracy. 

In theory, at least, the Norris plan is sound. If it 
works out as planned, the law-making branch of Ne- 
braska’s government will be conducted by men of 
the best type, with a continuing and coherent idea 
of the State’s legislative requirements. That will be 
something new under the American sun. 
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ONLY TWO ARE LEFT. 

It is not too late to note that the recent congres- 
sional elections reduced materially the ranks of the 
Senators who held out to the last against the Norris 
resolution submitting the twentieth amendment, 
which abolished the lame-duck session of Congress. 
Two of the seven last-ditchers, Senator Patterson of 
Missouri and Hebert of Rhode Island, went down at 
the polls this month, while a third, Senator Golds- 
borough of Maryland, chose to stand for the gover- 
|morship of his State instead of another term in the 


Indiana and the late Senator Dale of Vermont, had 
not been in Congress for some time. This leaves only

in the Union. 
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THE HATCHET GLEAMS IN KANSAS. 

Carry Nation is dead, but her soul goes march- 
ing on. 

George Washington’s hatchet, forged in the fancy 
of Parson Weems, laid low a cherry tree, and lives 
forever as the symbol of truth triumphant. 

Carry Nation’s hatchet fired the shot that rang 
‘round the world. In the swinging arc of its valor- 
ous purpose, prohibition ceased to be a pretense in 
Kansas and became a profession. And the doors 
splintered, and the glasses crashed and the mirrors 
cracked and the barkeepers fled in terror through the 
twilight, and the brazen saloons of Kansas were no 
more. 

“Oh, the years are many, the years are long,’ since 
Carry Nation made booze a hissing and by-word in 
Kansas. The country disavowed rum by mandate of 
the organic law. Wherever we chanced tobe, we 
were all of us on Kansas soil. Under the aegis of 
total abstinence, we all got preposterously rich. Pro- 
hibition plumed itself as the economic magician. 
Then something happened. Presently we found our- 
selves dry-docking our yachts, dead-storaging our au: 
tomobiles, peddling the family jewels and supping on 
water without bread. So we quit prohibition. 

But Kansas legally has remained steadfast and 
true, though practically it has been slipping. Beer 
has been flowing across the bars of Kansas, and not 
surreptitiously, but in foaming torrents. Perhaps 
there have been graver, though secretive, breaches of 
the law. They do say that the cocktail crows a &a- 
lute when the clocks of Kansas strike 4:30, and it 
has been whispered that the highball has thrust itself 
back into the Kansas language. 

Such orgies. shall not be in Kansas. The women 
of that State have pledged themselves to carry on 
literally in the Carry Nation tradition. They are 
sharpening their hatchets. They are perfecting them- 
selves in the art in which Carry Nation wrought her 
masterpieces. They have declared war on the Demon 
Rum in all his impish manifestations—war to the 
death. The gin guzzler of Kansas, dawdling over a 
Tom Collins or glutting a vanquished Martini’s olive 
with fine zest, is likely to discover a hatchet neatly 
implanted in the back of his neck.

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TINGLING IS THE WORD. 

Stepping into the sunshine of a St. Louis morning, 
yesterday, Newton D. Baker was dazzled by the 
weather.

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A BRITISH BONANZA. 

Some observers say England has gone much farther 
on the road to recovery than we have—and no won- 
der, with the money-making opportunities available 
there. For instance, consider the rates at which ob 
servation points along the route of the wedding pro- 
cession of the Duke of Kent (better known as Prince 
George) and Princess Marina of Greece are being 
rented by royal wedding fans. Standing room on bal- 
conies and roofs brings $10 to $50; lookout points in 
windows go for $25 apiece for parties of four, while 
less democratic enthusiasts who want a whole win- 
dow to themselves will pay $190 for the privilege. 

Relief presumably isn’t needed in Whitehall and 
on Parliament Square, where these schedules obtain, 
but probably the same rates would be paid to needy 
householders in the poorer districts if the parade 
were routed that way. That would bea painless re- 
distribution of wealth: voluntary payments by the 
toffs of the realm to the households of humble nav- 
vies. It wouldn’t work in America at all. We lack 
the drawing card of royalty, and even the showiest 
wedding, while sure to attract a large non-paying 
crowd, would be a flop if there were a fee for on- 
lookers. England might turn the corner by finding 
a bride for the Prince of Wales and selling window

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A British View of the Naval Question 


Failure of naval negotiations would mean costly arms rivalry and added friction, writer 
says; finds problem complicated by French-Italian rivalry; doubts that Japan can 
be kept at inferior ratio any more than Germany can be kept disarmed; deplores 
leaving guardianship of peace and justice to military force of individual Powers.

HE naval discussions between the Brit- 
T ish Government and Japan and with the 

United States will furnish the founda- 
tion, good or bad, for the naval conference, 
which, one had hoped, would extend the 
work done at Washington in 1922 and art 
London in 1930. 

Attention is concentrated on these conver- 
sations because the participants alone a:e 
great naval Powers. Their agreement in 
1922 and 1930 averted a prodigious waste of 
money; it also established a period of peace 
during which most of the actual naval ex- 
penditure of the three Powers was obviously 
wasted. If the existing agreement now col- 
lapses and none other is substituted, we 
have to fear a costly rivalry in armaments 
and a growth of the political friction which 
both causes and feeds on arms competition. 

In the background of the conversations 
there are, however, other complications. 
European countries other than our own may 
again enter the field as builders of great 
battleships. The laying down by Italy of 
two battleships of 35,000 tons each at the 
end of last month, although it is entirely 
legitimate, will raise fresh difficulties. 

After the war, both France and Italy re- 
tired from the competition in mammoth 
battleships. They were wise, since no one 
threatened them, and they spared themselves 
both expense and bad blood. We, on the 
other hand, have maintained a force of great 
battleships which was in no way called for 
by the existing, or any likely, situation in 
Europe. Now, at a time when our Admir- 
alty favors ships of 25,000 tons, and when 
France has thought of nothing greater thdn 
26,500 tons, Italy proposes to build at the 
maximum size. 

* * . 

Once more, armaments are the handmaid 
of policy. If the present negotiations be- 
tween France and Italy fail, then presumably 
Italy will build her monsters, France will 
answer them, and the British Admiralty will 
look sourly on the joint result. If the two 
countries agree, they need not pit against 
each other 35,000-ton battleships. 

Japan is no longer prepared to accept her 
present inferiority in ships. But it is not 
Japan only that is dissatisfied with the exist- 
ing treaties. There is reason to suppose 
that the British Admiralty demands 70 cruis- 
ers instead of the existing 50. It would he 
unfair to fix attention exclusively on the 
Japanese proposals as though they alone 
might obstruct arrival at a new agreement. 
Our own demand for 70 cruisers brought 
the Geneva conference of 1927 to failure, 
and may cause difficulty again unless it is 
wisely handled; if we demand tonnage for 
light cruisers, and the United States, not 
requiring light cruisers, puts an equivalent 
tonnage into heavy armored cruisers, then 
every Admiral who takes the United States 
navy into his “calculations” will discover a 
reason for more building. 

Both proposals are defended on the ground 
that they represent the minimum require- 
ments of self-defense. Admiral Yamamuvoto 
put the principle most simply when he said 
that every country must be allowed the 
strength that was necessary for self-defense, 
but not so much as would give it the power 
to attack. He explained that aircraft car- 
riers, being weapons of offense, should be 
abolished, and submarines, being defensive, 
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should be retained.

But Japanese ocean-going submarines and 
British cruisers are alike in one thing, that 
in the course of defending their own com- 
merce, they will do a vast amount of harm 
to someone else’s, and wherever one Power 
demands the unlimited exercise of “self-de- 
fense,’ there will be found another wonder- 
ing what it is going to suffer. The asser- 
tion by every country of the right to bui'd 
whatever ships it desires for self-defense 
is the old road which leads to the old end. 

In 1922 and 1930, the three Powers forwent 
the letter of their rights. If they desire 
agreement now, they will have to do the 
same. If there were political agreement he- 
tween them, they could do it thoroughly. 
If there is not—and Japan’s Asiatic volicy 
stands between them—they can nevertheless 
reach an accommodation which will save 
money and give time for peace processes,

To introduce logic and realism into the 
London talks, we should have China there. 
Japan says: “I desire to attack no one; I 
ask only to be left alone; I am content with 
my present fleet; I only request that the 
more powerful should come down to my 
jevel,” Since Japan does not propose to at- 
tack the United States or Britain, the plea 
is plausible. But let the ghost of China 
speak: “I desire to attack no one; I am 
content with my few gunboats; I only re- 
quest that no one else should have the naval 
force to cover an attack on my territories.” 

That is the just and logical conclusion of 
the principle which Japan asks that we 
should apply to her. But, since it will be 
ignored, what arrangement can be made? 
Certainly no one can force the existing in- 
feriority in ratio on Japan, any more than 
the treaty Powers of Europe could perma- 
nently have kept Germany disarmed. 

Japan proposes, apparently, a rough equal- 
ity in total tonnage. Limitation of total 
tonnage there must be, but if it were com- 
bined with complete freedom to build any 
type of ship within the total, the virtue of 
limitation would be lost. Limitation of ton- 
nage (accompanied by reduction) in the dif- 
ferent categories of ships is essential if we 
are not only to escape free competition but 
to defeat those who always suspect that 
within the agreed limits some other Power 
is seeking to steal a march.

“In developing each component 


part of the broad program for eco- 


nomic security, we must not lose 
sight of the fact that there can be 
no security for the individual in the 


midst of general insecurity. 


“Our first task is to get the eco- | 
nomic system to function so that 
there will be a greater general se- 
curity. Everything that we do with 
intent to increase the security of the 
individual will, I am confident, be 


a stimulus to recovery. 

“At this time, we are deciding on 
long-time objectives. 
veloping a plan of administration 
into which can be fitted the various 
parts of the security program when 
it is time to do so. 

“We cannot work miracles or 
solve all our problems at once.

Text of President’s Address. 

The text of the President's ad- 
dress follows: 

“I am glad to welcome you to the 
White House and to tell you that I 
am happy that there is so much 
interest in the problem of economic 
security. 

“Last June I said that this winter 
we might well make a beginning in 
the great task of providing social 
insurance for the citizen and his 
family. I have not changed my 
opinion, I shal] have recommenda- 
tions on this subject to present to 
the incoming Congress. 

“Many details are yet to be set- 
tled. The Committee on Economic 
Security was created to advise me 
on this matter. It will bring to me, 
not any preconceived views, but a 
mature judgment after careful 
study of the problem and after con- 
sultation with the advisory confer- 
ence and the co-operating commit- 
tees. 

“On some points it is possible to be 
definite. Unemployment insurance 
will be in the program. I am stil] 
of the opinion expressed in my mes- 
sage of June 8 that this part of 
social insurance should be a co-oper- 
ative Federal-State undertaking. 

Federal Encouragement. 

“It is important that the Federal 
Government encourage states which 
are ready to take this progressive 
step. It is no less important that 
all unemployment insurance reserve 
funds be held and invested by the 
Federal Government, so that the 
use of these funds as a means of 
stabilization may be maintained in 
central management and employed 
on a national basis. 

“Unemployment insurance must 
be set up with the purpose of de- 
creasing rather than increasing un- 
employment. It is of course clear 
that because of their magnitude the 
investment and liquidation of re- 
serve funds must be within control 
of the Government itself. 

“For the administration of insur- 
ance benefits, the states are the 
most logical units. At this stage, 
while unemployment insurance is 
still untried in this country and 
there is such a great diversity of 


opinion on many details, there is 
room for some degree of difference 
in methods, though not in princi- 
ples. 

“That would be impossible under 
an exclusively national system.

SHAW TAKES SLAP 
AT ROYAL ACADEMY 


Says Its ‘Pompous Officials” 
Make it Needless to Have 
Dictator in England. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Nov. 15.—The most 


superfluous thing in the world, says 
George Bernard Shaw, would be a 
dictator in England. “As long as 
we are densely populated with pom- 
pous officials like those running 
the Royal Academy and our other 
public works, a dictator is the last 
thing we need. He would be abso- 
lutely superfluous,” said the play- 
wright. 

Back when he was not quite such 
a world figure as he is now, Shaw 
had an experience with the Royal 
Academy he has never forgotten. 
His portrait had peen painted by 
the distinguished British artist, the 
late John Collier, and had been 
hung in one of the little out-of-the- 
way rooms at the academy’s annual 
exhibition. 

“The show was just about to 
open,” Shaw recalled, “when one of 
these typical academy 
came in to have a last look around. 
He spied my handsome features and 
promptly bellowed for a workman: 

“*Take that thing out of here,’ 
he yelled. ‘We'll not have any 


bloody beavers hanging in here!’” 
Anybody who wore whiskers in 
those days was known as a beaver, 
Shaw explained. 

“So they took my picture out, and 
not a word was said about it,” he 
continued “but think what a hulla- 
baloo there would have been if such 
a thing had happened in Italy or 
Germany or Russia. No, England 
doesn’t need any more dictators.” 

Despite his 78 years, Shaw con- 
tinues to enjoy vigorous health and 
to dress like an undergraduate 
when he feels in the mood. He was 
sporting a vivid green tie, wildly 
askew on a shirt of blue and white 
stripes, and over all was a rakish 
gray suit. 

Four solid hours of work every 
morning and a plentiful vegetarian 
diet he thinks form the secret of 
his vigor. He just has completed a 
new play, but refuses to tell any- 
pody what it’s about. It probably 
wil] have its opening in Vienna. He 
and Mrs. Shaw are preparing. to 
take another long trip this winter, 
probably to South America. They 
viisted New Zealand a year ago.

Washington officials said Os- 
born’s warning was #gnored by the 
Levee Board trustees, who opened 
the bids, but made no attempt to 
make an award, which must have 
the approval of PWA officials un- 
der conditions of a loan and grant. 


The trustees were then notified 
by Osborn that they would have 
to revise the specifications and re- 
advertise for bids. The trustees 
and contractors objected to the de- 
lay involved and urged granting of 
the contract as soon as possible in 
order that work on the outlet end 
of the canal could be begun before 
high water stage of the Mississippi 
River next spring, and in order to 
give employment to approximately 
1000 men during the winter.

Moore, was a prosperous mill owner 
and merchant. By living with 
friends and opening a few charge 
accounts she managed to get along 
until she landed a job in John Cort’s 
“Just a Minute.” She first attract- 
ed notice in Raymond Hitchcock’s 
“Hitchy Koo” in 1921. In 1922 she 


got a leadicg role in “Up in the 
Clouds,” and managed to save 
enough money to hire a singing 
teacher. But all this time she had 


been practicing her scales, exercises 
and drills, with noticeable improve- 
ment in her voice until in 1923 she 
was offered a leading part in the 
Music Box Revue. She was hailed 
by the critics as a new star, but she 
was still dissatisfied.

Famous Men 
Who Have Had 
Tuberculosis 


In the Past Many Were 
Sacrificed Through Ignor- 
ance of Disease.

F tuberculosis is disappearing 
| trom the world, as it seems to 

be doing, it has at least done 
enough harm in its day. The roll 
call of the great and famous of the 
world who have had tuberculosis is 
a long one, and a study of their 
lives, such as is furnished in that 
interesting little book called “Fight- 
ers of Fate,” by J. Arthur Myers, 
teaches us that men can do great 
work in the face of adversity. It 
also teaches us how differently tu- 
berculosis is handled today than it 
was when ignorance caused so 
many men to be sacrificed. 

Those who have had tuberculosis 
include Paganini, the violinist; Cho- 
pin, Schiller, the poet; Bichat and 
Laennec, the famous French physi- 
cians; Leigh Hunt, John Keats, 
Thoreau, Dostoievsky, Artemus 
Ward, Christopher Mathewson, Har- 
old Bell Wright and Eugene 
O'Neill. 

The contrast between the best 
treatment of a former day and our 
own is seen in the case of Keats. 
After the poet first showed serious 
symptoms of the disease he went to 
bed on a sofa in the parlor because 
he was too weak to walk upstairs. 
Under this regimen of rest, he got 
much better, but as soon as he be- 
gan to get better he was urged to 
exert himself, so that he always got 
worse again. Finally he went to 
Rome, where he was assured by Dr. 
Clark that he had only a slight of- 
fection of the lungs. This undoubt- 
edly was the best advice the doctor 
could give him at that time, be- 
cause there was no such thing asa 
stethoscope, which was invented the 
next year, nor X-rays to see the ex- 
tent of the disease. 

In Rome Keats improved for a 
while, because he was at rest and 
because of the change of climate, 
and immediately with this improve- 
ment Dr. Clark prescribed horse- 
back rides. He also was urged to 
take walks out of doors. These 
activities broke Keats’ health down 
again, he had a relapse, and died 
shortly afterwards. 

Contrasted with his case is that of 
Harold Bell Wright, the novelist, 
who after he found out he had tu- 
berculosis was advised in a modern 
fashion: He went to the favorable 
climate of Tuscon, Arizona, and 
there stayed at rest until the dis- 
ease was healed. During his illness
